The federal constitutfon confers dull 
power upon the legislaturés in regard to the 
appointmentof piesidential electors. But 
congress has passed a Jaw directing that 
they shall be appointed in all the states on 
Tuesday next after the first Monday of No- 
vember and that they shall cast their yotes 
on the first Wednesday of December. This 
is all the congressional legislation there is 
or can be on thesabject. Ifany state legis- 
lature should, at its approaching sessi ,, 
take the appointment from the people and 
confer it upon itself, the law for this pur- 
pose would provide forthe assembling of the 
legislature on the day in November fixed 
by congress for the appointing of 
electors. 

If anybody should ask whetier the repub- 
can party would dare to do this in the 
doubtful states above mentioned, he may 
tind his answer in the character and_his- 
tory ofthat party.
